In the fonr months prior to March 15 tbe rent increase was 


three per cent and in the twelve mouths before March then)- 
crease arera^ed nine per ceat The east and the middle west 
lead in the size of rent increases. In only one section o fthe coun- 
try, the south, have there been more decreases thaa increases 
since last winter. 


In forty-sii cities tie rent bills of the average wage earner 


have doubled. In Texas cities many decreases have been shown. 
And carpenters in the sooih and east are only demanding fifteen 
dollars per day, smell city lots are sold at an eitortionate price. 
building materials are near war peak prices and skilled labor 
of every kind are clamoring for wage advances.

For ye have 
tbe poor with you always, and 
whensoever y« will j« may do them 
good; but me ye have not always.

Verily I say 
unto you, Hwaer*soever thl* gotpel 
snaD b* preached throughout the 
whole world, this also that she bath 
done- shall b* spoken of for a, mem- 
orial of her." 


j Tbe lne*prec*Ib> sadneas of this 
prophecy escaped perhaps those who 
•at about Him. They could not b* 
percuaded that Jesas. in order to 
overcome, should be overcome; that 
la order to triumph eternally He 
must die. And yet tb* dlsdpte* 
CD*W. Tboee word* of death were 
not tb* first they bad beard from 


Jecn** Upa, They should bav* re- 
membered tbat day. not loner before, 
when on a. solitary road near Cae*- 
area, Jeaua bad asked what people 
said or Him: They diwiM nave re- 
membcred tbe. answer wblch nasb*d 
out like sudden flame, tbe impetuous 
outcry of belief from Pet*r*» heart; 
and tb* splendor which bad shon* 
on thre* of them on tbe ramralt of 
the mountain; and tbe exact pro- 
phecK* of Christ as to th* xnanr«r 
of Hl» death. 


Tb* queetloa which J*«us bad 
put to tb* Txvelve on- th* road in 
Caetarea must have been th* be- 
of tnelr complete conversion 
to the new truth. IVb&t need did 
Je*29 nave- to know -nnat other* 
thovijrht of Him? Seen a curiosity 
spring* tip only In doubtful soaja, 
in those •» ho do not know them- 
selves. In th* weak vrho cannot read 
In their own beam, in the blind wbo 
are not sure of tbe ground on which 
the? stand. For any one of us such 
a question is legitimate, but not for 
Jesus.

"What did Jesus care what w»> 
said Of Him by the men of tbe lake 
and of the cities, Je«as who could 
read in tltelr #oa!s th* thoughts bid- 
den even to tnemselvest Long be- 
fore that dav Jesus alone knew wltfc 
ineltable certainty -»hat Hla real 
name waa, and trliat w&s his saper- 
btiman nature. As a matter of tnct 
He did not ask that He might knotr. 
but. now that the end wa» near, that 
His faithful followers mlffht know^ 
His real name, at last—tven they. 


•Some say that thoa art John tbe 
Baptist: some. E)!a*; and other*, 
Jeremlaa or, one o: U>» Propbets.- 


TVbat were these things to liltn. 
these rudimentary raesses of the 
poor and the Ignorant? He wished 
the definite answer t& come from 
His Disciples, destined as they were 
to follow His work_and_in_b«ar-J*lt 
ness to Him among tbe peoples and 
the centuries. Even at the last He 
did not wish to impose by force a 
belief on those who bad seen Hta 
life 'close, at hand and had heard 
Him speak. Tbe recognition of His 
superb humau mission, that name 
wbJcb. not one of tbeea up to that 
time bad pronounced <os if they 
were afraid of it. as if it were too 
danyeroua a secret to speak aloud), 
that recognition on tbe part of the 
Twelve, should b* free and sponta- 
neous, should burst out. an impetu- 
ous confession of love, from one of 
those sonls. should &• pronounced 
by one of those mouths. 
*^ut whom" say ye that 1 


And then ther* came to Simon 
Peter tb* great light that was al- 
most too great for aim. and made 
him, First to all eternity. He conld 
not keep back the words, they came 
to bis lips almost involuntarily in a 
cry of which he himself the moment 
before woud have believed himself 
Incapable: Thou art tbe Christ, 
tbe Sen of the living God. Thou 
fcstt the word or eternal lire, and we 
believe and are sure that tbon an

At last from Peter the Hock there 
sprang forth the well-spring which 
Irom that day to this has quenched 
the Uitrst of sixty generations of 
men.

Peter had been the Srst to 
follow Christ In tb*-dlvtn«- wander- 
ings: It was for htm to be the first 
to recognize In the wanderer the

Jesus became incarnate light 
on this mountain, the highest moun- 
tain 1; the life o* Christ, that life 
which marks it* different stages by 
great heights—the mountain of tbe 
Temptation, th* mountain of tbe

th* Crucifixion. 
Three Disciples alone were wltb 


Him: he -who -was called, peter, and 
tb* Sons of Thunder,—tbe man with 
tb* rugged, mountainous character, 
and the stormy men—fitting com- 
pany for &e place and hour.

soon die a shameful death. It was 
tbe reward for whtcb. he was Trait- 
log and no one could have defrauded 
Him of !L 


He kept His certainty of deatb !n 
H(j own heart for Himself alone 
until His last hours. For He d 
not wish .to sadden "His Disciples 
who vrould ba\e shrunk from fol* 
lowing a condemned man. a man 
wbo In His own heart knew Him- 
self at the point of death. But after 
the triple consecration as Messiah 
— Peter's cry, the light of Hennon. 
the anointing of Bethany — He could 
no longer ke*t» silence. Le*t the 
Dl*clple> should lose this new cer- 
tainty of Christ's Meaaiahsnlp on 
the day of His Ignominy, Christ 
knew that He mutt warn them. 
They must learn from His own 
mouth that the Messlab would be 
condemned, that the Victorious One 
would disappear In a dreadful down. 
fall, that the King of all kings -would 
be insulted by Caesar's servunU. 
that the Son of God would b* cruet 
tied by tbe ignorant, blind servants 
of Cod.

Th* Disciple* were troubled at 


this revelation and unwilling to be- 
lieve. But Jesus had already begun
